Girls Organize Society 
Of Sigma Chi Sigma 


Football Games to be 
Great This Week 
War Department May 
Give Aid to Stop the 
Pollution of Streams 


The Sigma Chi Sigma, a group 
of high school girls banded togeth­ 
er for the purpose of maintain­ 
ing a higher standard of scholar­ 
ship, and ethical development, was 
organized by Mrs. Grace Roder­ 
ick Fenton, the Commercial teach­ 
er, in 1925. 
It has carried on its 
activities regularly up to the pres­ 
ent time with the same sponsor un­ 
til the opening of school when her 
resignation was presented and she 
was elected matron of honor, and 
Miss Rudiger was chosen to spon­ 
sor the club for the coming year. 
A report of the activities of his 
club is of interest to every pupil 
of the high school as wrell as to 
the community. 
In addition to its 
social activities and the standards 
which it has maintained, the mem­ 
bers were quick 
to discern the 
needs of the high school in its 
larger quarters. 
Very soon aft­ 
er construction had begun on the 
new building they became actively 
interested in providing something 
of value for the school. The need 
for a piano was 
evident. 
Plans 
were laid and a program out­ 
lined 
by 
w’hich 
funds 
might 
be 
raised 
for 
this 
enterprise, 
When the “idea” for a school pa­ 
per had developed, these girls took 
upon themselves the responsibility 
for its publication, the collection 
of the advertisements and solicita­ 
tion for subscriptions. 
They also 
delivered the signal at the door of 
the subscribers. 
The income de­ 
rived from this source was placed 
on deposit, aw-aiting the time when 
the high school would be opened. 
A good many sources of revenue 
were developed 
by 
the girls. 
Home made 
candy 
was sold at 
games, a large amount of man­ 
ufactured candy 
was disposed of 
and a benefit movie was held to 
which the public responded whole­ 
heartedly. 
Through the co n stan ­ 
cy and persistent efforts of these 
girls more than $200 was raised 
before the 
close of 
school last 
spring. 
By October 1st of this 
year another $125 had been rais­ 
ed. 
W hat has been accomplished in 
a material way by this organiza­ 
tion thus far? 
A How'ard school 
piano has been paid for and ac­ 
cepted by the boahl of education. 
A complete set of “The Book of 
Knowledge” of 20 volumes with a 
library trough was placed in th*' 
library 
last 
week. 
These 
two 
items involve 
an 
expenditure of 
more than $325. 
Their value to 
the school thus far exceeds this 
amount. 
The Sigma Chi 
Sigma is now’ 
bending all its enegries toward the 
upbuilding of 
the library. 
It is 
their aim for the coming year, fro­ 
ward this end they have again un­ 
dertaken the publishing of the Sig­ 
nal as one means of financing their 
projects.
